Success or failure, it all de- 
pends on who you talk to. Anyone 
who made it out for the Strike on the 
25th will tell you that it was quite a 
sight to be seen. Some are hailing it as 
L.U.'s political awakenings and any- 
one who was there to witness down- 
town Sudbury coming to a grinding 
halt with the arrival of 200 chanting 
students, will agree. Everyone on the 
picket lines was cold and tired but 
full of spirit and it was good to see. 

The media picked up on L.U. 's 
demonstration hailing it as the third 
largest protest in Ont. (Next to To- 
ronto and Ottawa which was a com- 
bined effort between resident univer- 
sities.) We attracted Global News , 
MCTV. CBC, and everyone else with 
a microphone in Northern Ontario. 

Students across the country 
are hailing the protest as a major suc- 
cess despite the fact the mainstream 
media has down played the events of 
the Walkout. Across Canada it is esti- 
mated that 60,000 students took to 
the streets. In Montreal over 15,000 
people came out making it the largest 
student protest in Canada that day al- 
though Montreal was not featured in 
the media at all. In Toronto 13,000 
people flooded the streets in an im- 

/e display of student solidar- 
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ity. The rest of Northern Ontario was 
well represented as well with a fairly 
large rally of about 600 people at 
Lakehead University. It was a great 
day for Canadian universities, but 
unfortunately it appeared to be lost 
on the rest of the country. 

The Sudbury Star ran a day 
after story titled "Student Protest Fiz- 
zles Out". The lead story on almost 
every newscast, however, was Ameri- 
can coverage on the O.J. Simpson 
TriaL. Yeah, whatever. I think it's ra- 
ther revealing that the Canadian me- 
dia placed the personal tribulations 
of a washed up football hero above 
the quest for knowledge by tomor- 
row's leader's on the six o'clock 
newscast. Then again, when "the 
media" went to school they weren't 
staring down the barrel of $6,000 a 



year for tuition either. 

It's really hard to say what 
went wrong, if in fact something did 
go wrong at all. There was a great de- 
al of hype coming from Canadian Fe- 
deration of Students before the strike 
even happened. At the same time 
newspapers across the country did 
little more but editorialize the facts as 
they were perceived to be. I stress 
that most of these editorials were not 
written by students although L.U. re- 
ceived a great deal of media support 
from both The Northern Life and 
Sudbury Star and to them I say 
"thanks". 

In my personal analysis, from 
talking to other papers across Canada 
and having seen the statistics on what 
happened when and where, I think 
Canadian students can only look upon 



the events of Jan. 25th as a success in 
terms of the kind of unity we demon- 
strated. Whether or not it had any 
effect will remain to be seen with 
February's federal budget. 

The fact is, this is the firsttime 
in history that students across Canada 
have united for any reason at all. 
Let's face it, the 60's are over and 
this ain't Berkeley . The fact that about 
6(X) people came out to demonstrate 
at L.U., throughout the course of the 
day shows that L.U. students are not 
apathetic, just selective about what 
they get excited about. 

I wonder what would have 
had to happen in order for the media 
to declare the National Day of Strike 
and Action a success. Riots in the 
street? An armed revolt on Parlia- 
ment Hill? A Civil action involving 
the stopping of all labour for the day 
essentially grinding the country to a 
halt? Lloyd Axworthy remaining in 
the country to take his medicine? No, 
if that were to have happened we 
would have been a bunch of spoiled 
brat trouble-makers. The media had 
their mind made up before the strike 
even happened. 

Every report that comes out 
declaring the national Day of Strike 
and Action a failure reminds of some- 
thing that Mark Twain once said, 
"reports of my death were greatly 
exaggerated". 

Be proud of yourself, L.U. 
We're still very much alive.

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Ontario College And 
University Students!

I share the concern of On- 
tario's college and university students 
about the impact of the federal gov- 
ernment's proposed education fund- 
ing reforms on the future of college 
and university education in this prov- 
ince. 

Indeed, the potential phase- 
out of $700 million currently trans- 
ferred to the province of Ontario for 
post-secondary education could have 
enormous consequences for students 
who are already reeling from hefty 
tuition increases during the past four 
years. As I have indicated to Human 
Resources Development Minister 
Lloyd Axworthy, 1 cannot support 
any measures that would force stu- 
dents to shoulder a disproportion- 
ately greater financial burden for 
their college or university educa- 
tion. 

As Leader of the Ontario Lib- 
erals, I have vigorously opposed 
the Ontario NDP government's 
decision to impose tuition increases 
of 42 percent during a recession. 
These increases have hurt Ontario 
students and diminished access to 
our post-secondary institutions. To 



make matters worse, the NDP gov- 
ernment also eliminated the students 
grants program. 

The six-per-cent drop in ap- 
plications this year to universities 
reflects the fact that, for many, the 
costs of acquiring an education have 
become prohibitive. As if its tuition 
hikes were not enough, the NDP gov- 
ernment has responded to the federal 
discussion paper with threats that they 
may have to increase tuition by 105 
per cent that they may close universi- 
ties and colleges. 

This kind of irresponsible pos- 
turing on the eve of an Ontario elec- 
tion benefits no one, certainly not 
students, faculty, and the communi- 
ties that are served by our colleges 
and universities. 

An Ontario Liberal govern- 
ment would not, as the NDP has 
threatened, impose 105 percent 
tuition increases on students. Lib- 
eral policy has been consistent, both 
in government and in opposition: 
tuition and operating grants should 
change in tandem, reflecting infla- 
tionandotherrelevant factors. Iwant 
to assure Ontario students that I re- 
main committed to this approach. I 
will not allow tuition increases to 
compensate for decreases in univer- 
sity and college operating grants.

As far as apathy goes, 
Laurentian is getting better. This 



year has seen a number of govern- 
ment proposals for the financing of 
Universities and changes to tuition 
and student aid, and more students 
are getting informed. (Both response 
papers to die OCUA and Social Policy 
papers are available in the SGA of- 
fice). Board meetings are more con- 
troversial than last, and topics of a 
much larger scale are being discussed 
and organized there (i.e. the student 
strike, Laurentian had the third larg- 
est demonstration in the province). 

In the past two years as SGA 
President, I have experienced suc- 
cesses and failures, praise and criti- 
cism. I have done some things well, 
and some things not so well, but 
never have I simply done nothing.

Recently, we received a press 
release regarding homophobia in the 
government. There have been sev- 
eral bills and much legislation re- 
garding same-sex couples and homo- 
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sexuals in general over the past few 
years. 

bill 167, which would grant 
same-sex couples the same rights and 
responsibilities granted to common- 
law couples, was defeated by the 
Ontario NDP, with claims that it 
would injure the traditional nuclear 
family. The rights currently with- 
held from homosexual couples are 
those of jointly purchasing and inher- 
iting property, survivor benefits from 
pensions, em- 
ployee benefits 
from private 
companies and 
the ability to 
adopt children 
in the same 
manner as het- 
erosexual cou- 
ples. 

One particular 
politician. Nova 
Scotia Liberal 
MP Roseanne 
Skoke, has been 
canvassing for 
the defeat of 
legislation such 
as bill 167. 
Skoke has been 
quoted as say- 
ing that, "to con- 
done homo- 



sexuality, which is an inhuman act, 
would make us a pagan nation." 

Skoke also stated that she 
didn't believe that gays or lesbians 
should ever be awarded custody of a 
child and that gays and lesbians don't 
deserve any protection from discrimi- 
nation because of their sexual orien- 
tation. 

The Charter of Rights and 
Freedoms, which states that all indi- 
viduals are equal in the law, and that 
everyone has the right to equal pro- 
tection and benefit of the law without 
discrimination, is part of the Cana- 
dian Constitution. 

The Canadian Human Rights 
Act, though it doesn't explicitly state 
sexual orientation, does prohibit dis- 
crimination in federally regulated em- 
ployment. The Provincial Human 
Rights Codes (except for Newfound- 
land, Prince Edward Island, North- 
west territories and Alberta) also pro- 
tect every citizen from discrimina- 
tion based on sexual orientation.

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Exploring the Information Highway

Whether you realize it or not, 
you have access to vast pools of 
information, can communicate in- 
expensively with friends both on 
campus and off, and can learn how 
to work with computers in a hands- 
on way. Every student and faculty 
member at Laurentian can access 
the Internet and, while the trend is 
growing, many, due to fear or igno- 
rance, have never logged on. 

Computer Services is located 
on the third floor of the Fraser build- 
ing in room F35 1 . To register for an 
computer account, you need only 
bring your current student card to 
the office from 10:00- 1 1:00 or 1:00- 
2:00 and you will be given your 
account number and a password. 
This password is only temporary 
and you must change it the first time 
you log on to ensure confidentiality. 
Your account can be revoked per- 
manently if you are caught reveal- 
ing it to anyone else. 

You can access the internet 
in computer labs located on the first 
floor of the classroom building, the 
second floor of the Fraser building, 
at the one terminal on the first floor 
of the library (there is a 20 minute 
time limit on this terminal), or at 
home if you have a modem. On the 
computers in the computer labs, you 
must select "Vax Communication" 
on the menu. 

There are four main com- 
mands you can enter after you've 
logged on. Typing "email" at the 
prompt ($) allows you communi- 



cate with people on 
the network world- 
wide. Most universi- 
ties have access to 
email and once your 
friends have regis- 
tered and have email 
addresses, you can 
write them letters that 
will be sent for free 
within minutes. 
Email is also an ef- 
fective way to reach professors be- 
cause it is so quick and efficient. 

If you are unsure of a person's 
address, you can find it through go- 
pher. Typing "gopher" at the prompt 
links you to a "menu- driven gateway 






to the Internet." Through trial and 
error, patience, and a little experi- 
mentation, you can usually locate the 
information you need. 

World Wide Web, or WWW 
is a system that "connects pieces of 
information from around the world, 
on different machines, in different 
databases, all pretty much 
seamlessly." You have access to a 
greater pool of information in this 
"gateway", but it is not as effective or 
fast as going directly to the location 
you need. Sometimes, however, it is 
helpful to browse if you aren't sure 
what to look for. 

One of the more entertaining 
features of the system is the bulletin 
boards. By typing "news" at the 



prompt, you can reach a wide assort- 
ment of news groups where you can 
read about and comment on such 
issues as serial killers, television 
shows (The X Files and Star Trek 
show up frequently), sex stories, and 
music (REM, Tori Amos, and Debbie 
Gibson all have news groups dedi- 
cated solely to them). There are also 
dating pools and places where you 
can buy and sell items or even ar- 
range for rides. 

Those who have explored sys- 
tems at other universities complain 
of the lack of services offered on our 
network. For example, we can't use 
the "chat" feature that allows two 
people on internet to communicate 
simultaneously. As more people join 
the internet, service is slower as users 
compete for modem time. People 
with new accounts are complaining 
about difficulties performing even 
the simplest emailing tasks. 

This is but a brief overview of 
the wide world available to you. For 
more information, you can pick up a 
pamphlet of frequently asked ques- 
tions at the library, or visit the li- 
brary's public services department. 
The internet can be intimidating at 
first, but you won't regret diving in 
and trying it out.

Aujourd'hui, Danielle tache 
d'equilibrersaviefamiliale, 
sa vie artistique ainsi que sa 
vie professionnelle en tant que 
conservatrice de la Galerie du Nou vel 
Ontario. Ses oeuvres sont produites 
dans son atelier au sous-sol de sa 
maison de campagne. Elle prefere 
etre proche de sa famille. Les outils 
utilises pour executer ses oeuvres 
comprennent des ciseaux de 
menuisier, des ciseaux a froid el le 
marteau. Parfois, il est necessaire 
d'utiliser des outils electriques, soit 
pourtravaillerlecuivre.

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Voyageurs Clip Ravens' Wings

The Laurentian Voyageurs 
Men's Basketball team won the sec- 
ond home game of their regular sea- 
son schedule 88-69 last Saturday 
against the Carleton Ravens. The 
match-up had been anxiously antici- 
pated by the Ravens, who had previ- 
ously blown out the top ten ranked 
RyersonRamsby 16 points, yet failed 
to receive the national attention and 
ranking which the Vees had earned 
by accomplishing a nearly identical 
feat against the Rams a week earlier. 

Coach Campbell was also 
aware of the Ravens' upset of the 
Rams, and found one key stat with 
which to prepare his team: Ryerson 
had been sent to the line 50 times in 
that game. While officiating in the 
OUAA East has been a concern this 
season, the astronomical number was 
still an indication of the tough physi- 
cal game that Carleton used to throw 
their opponents off their game. 

Prepared for the aggressive 
Ravens, the Voyageurs immediately 
took control of the game. "They let us 
dictate the pace of the game," de- 
clared Campbell. "It was intense, and 
they played a hard physical game, but 
we played through that." Indeed, the 
Vees were explosive in the first half, 
showcasing a fast-break, fast run- 
ning offense that mixed penetrating 
drives with potent perimeter threats 
to combine for 58 points. 

While Laurentian forced and 
capitalized on Carleton's mistakes, 
the Ravens were often frustrated by 
their own inability to make use of 
Voyageur turnovers. This was due in 
part to a determined LU defense which 
was more than willing to sacrifice the 
body in exchange for a charging call 
against the offending Raven. At the 
end of the first half the Vees were 
firmly in control with a score of 58- 
38. 

In the second half, Campbell 
was confident enough to eventually 
field the entire depth of his bench, 
giving the rookies some much-needed 
game experience against physically 
imposing opponents. With Hann, 
Swords, and Bailey taking some well- 
deserved rests the Voyageurs' offen- 
sive flood subsided to a level which 
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maintained their lead. The bench play- 
ers kept up the same quick pace which 
marks the Laurentian attack and per- 
formed a fine job of matching up with 
their opponents. The Vees scored 30 
points in the second half to make the 
final score 88-69. 

One aspect of the Voyageurs' 
offense which was even more pro- 
nounced than usual was their perim- 
eter game. Remarkably, eight of the 
twelve Vees attempted at least one 
trey in the game, including players 
fans are accustomed to seeing play- 
ing the inside game (Mike Scott and 
Adam Dusome). This came as no 
surprise to Campbell: 

"Really, twelve of our thir- 
teen players are perimeter players, 
with only Dave Mate, maybe, as a 
legitimate inside player." The Voy- 
ageurs' coach has had to convert sev- 
eral of his players to offer an inside 
threat, and says that rookie Blair 
Morris has expressed "concern that 
playing inside is going to hurt his 
perimeter play; but it's only going to 
improve his game." The determined 
passion that Morris demonstrates for 
the game on the court certainly suits 
the often violent action in the key. 

Shawn Swords once again 
earned MVP honours with his all- 
round effort of 1 5 points, 9 rebounds, 
and 7 assists. Cory Bailey led all 
scorers with 19 points, while Brad 
Hann added 1 6 points and converted 
7 of his 8 trips to the line. As a team, 
the Voyageurs made use of their gift 
points by making 20 of 24 attempts 
from the charity stripe. 

Another outside threat that 
made his presence felt, and repeat- 
edly felt the presence of Ravens' ag- 
gressiveness late in the game, was 
Jason Hurley with 11 points. Last 
Saturday's game was the most, in 
duration and motion, that Hurley has 
played since suffering a sprained an- 
kle before Christmas. Campbell was 
pleased with his spirited return, and 
described Hurley as "giving us an 
extra weapon, when teams leave him 
open to cover Hann and Swords." 

Looking forward to this week- 
end, the Vees re-match the Ravens at 
Carleton on Friday and meet with the 




5-0, yet unranked, Ottawa Gee Gees 
on Saturday. Coach Campbell at- 
tributes his own team's CIAU rank- 
ing of number eight in the nation to 
the televised exposure the Vees re- 
ceived in the blowing out Ryerson, 
and largely dismissed it, saying that 
"if they had seen our game against 
York they wouldn't have ranked us 
in the top 50 — and there's only 37 
teams in the CIAU." Undoubtedly 
the Gee Gees will be looking for 
some national respect, something they 
could earn with a win over the Vees, 
while Laurentian hopes to improve 
its record to 6-2 on its last road trip of 
the regular season. 

The Voyageurs' next home 
game will be on Friday, February 10 
at 8: 1 5 p.m. when they host the Gee 
Gees, followed by an afternoon game 
against York on Sunday, February 1 2 
at 2:00 p.m. A final thanks to all the 
fans that came out to support the 
Vees, and a hearty welcome back to 
the rowdies for giving the Ravens 
something other than basketball to 
think about.

"FINANCIAL BLUES !?!"

DO you know the difference 
between a scholarship and a 
bursary? Although the two 
are awarded through the Student 
Awards Office, they both have dif- 
ferent functions. 

A Scholarship is an award 
made primarily in recogni 
tion of academic perform- 
ance, usually the overall average in 
the previous school year and may 
include other secondary conditions 
such as demonstrated financial need. 

A Bursary is an award based 
primarily on established fi 
nancial need. A complete 
need assesment is performed based 



on information provided on the Uni- 
versity's bursary application form. 
Other conditions may include aca- 
demic standing. 

You are probally wondering 
why you are receiving this 
information now. With stu- 
dents having to budget for an entire 
academic year in September, by now 
many students have or are beginning 
to feel the crunch of either not budg- 
eting correctly, or realizing that 
money just does not go as far as you 
thought it could go: for instance, allo- 
cating $20.00 a week for food. 

It is important to remember that 
the Student Awards Office does 
not put deadlines on bursary ap- 
plications. And, you do not have to 
apply for a specific bursary as there is 
a general bursary fund available with- 
out restrictions. Therefore, do not 
hesitate to apply even if you do not fit 
neatly into one of the bursary's re- 
quirements. It is important to note 



that the purpose of a bursary is to help 
with unforseen expenses. It is in- 
tended for educational and essential 
living costs only and not intended to 
serve as an ongoing method of sub- 
sidy. The amounts awarded are small 
amounts intended to help a student 
get back on their feet, not get them 
through an entire semester. 

If you have exhausted all other 
possible avenues first, then a 
bursary may be for you. But, 
you won ' t know until you apply . Ap- 
plication forms can be picked up at 
the Student Awards Office-
